Paris,'Aug. 6.—The Journal Des 


Debats ih a prominent review of 
finance yesterday calls attention that 
It is America's imperative duty to 
recognize obligations toward France 
which Jt cannot escape, and that it 
must open credits to the allies aa 
large as may be required without 
•which "they cannot continue the war. 
The article points out that the status 
of tne'United States,is different now 
that: she is in'the war and says that 
it must-not expect the same security 
as when her standing was on a pri- 
vate basis. 
The review opens with a resume 


of existing conditions which require 
urgently that purchases outside o£ 
France must be restricted to the low- 
est possible limits, for if the oountry 
shows a willingness to cut down in- 
ternal expenses, and do without all 
important luxuries, then it will have 
q. right to call on the allies for all 
needed financial aid. -The allies 
Know, the review adds, that France 
is in a peculiar position with the 
richer districts invaded, dependent 
a ling tihie solely upon itself, and 
short of labor. 
•'England, on which we depend for 


coal and many ottier things, would 
not dream of refusing us credit for 
purchases* we make there," the ar- 
ticle continues. 
"We can relr on 


ijter loyalty not to demand imme- 
diately 'payment for our purchases. 
Without granting us any time at a 
'moment whenlwe are short of money 
to settle would purely and simply 
put us in & position of being ru*able 
to continue the war.' The allies in 
acc,ording-"us? the credit .necessary to 
regulate *6ur"" purchases, contribute 


'-jtOt-OttlJt-^o^the- credit of Uhe, allies 


but give"us~a'chahce to live and fight 
by their sides. What has just been 
said about 'our' agreements with Eng- 
land applies.equally as well to the 
relations between England, Franca 
and the Doited States. 
"The latter are, in effect, sup- 


pliers of the s allies of Eurape and the 
allies depend much more on Ameri- 
ca than we do on England. 
While 


America WAS, still neutral it could 
limit its credit to us and demand 
that we pay in gold a large portion 
of our purchases, but now that it has 
entered-'the war it would be fiolly on 
their part to wish to continue to act 
this way. Jt is absolutely necessary 
that it furnish England and Prance
